Alter tlic interior of the struc- 
tiut: liud bt . u paiiially burned out, it 
bi'cumi' apparent that the i'ruut and 
rear walls were in danger of falliuf^.

buiUlonly the trunt wall sagged for- 
ward and the ;.'reat mass of hot bricks, 
timber and iron (■r,..--'iR'd to ili" >i(lewall>;

sa.ne instant tlio rear wall crumbled 
and fell into the aliey at the r« ;vr. 
Above tliC tunmll of the iianio stricK. n 
crowd rose ilu> vbi'i^l:s of ilie wounded 
and impnso.iei! hv 'ni"n. .Sixteen in all 
wen- in tlie paiii of the tumbling wails, 
but 10 uKcape.l alive after a few seconds 
uf thrilling exp 'riences. Tluir com- 
rades worked to r.'.-;( ue the dying and 
remains of the dead in tlio hot rnins 
amid a blinding smoivc, ami all were r' - 
euvered, bat none of the six had sur- 
viveil, and their lin;)) and crushed r<;- 
maiuri were in some cases almost uurec- 
ognizable. 

Chief Elliott is l ein;; roundly scored 
for risking the livi's of his men when, 
as is claimed, riieie was no call for s'u ii 
a hazard. He says that he had no n a- 
son to believe the walls were unsafe and 
that the men were only doing their reg- 
ulai' dutieu as liremeii.

Washinoton, Oo*. 6.— Austria is like- 
ly to join Germany at an early day in 

prot-estiug against that feature of the 
new tariff law of this country .vhich 
puts a discrimiuat iiitr duty on sn^ar 
from countries iiayinj? an e.vport duty or 
bounty on hUi,'ar. < iievalier JJe Ta\ ara, 
the Austrian minister lier(\ says that a.-< 
yet he has received no instructions on 
tlie subject. He st;ites, however, that 
he is i xpcctini; Austria to make a i)ni- 
test sinnlar to that of (lermany, 08 the 
two countries act in concert on all ques- 
tions i)f fiireign policy. 

"The su;,'ar indiisiiy of Au-lria i.s 
va.st," said the minister, '-and it wa.>4 
one of the items principally atlecti^d by 
the reciprocity treaty between the 
United .States and Austria. As to Ik >\v 
the new American tariff law will oner- 
ate a.'zainst Austrian sugar is still a 
que'itit)n of doubt a.s Austria pays no ex- 
port (h;ty similar to that paid by < ier 
many, but gives a rebate to the Aus- 
trian sugar producers on the internal 
revenue tax levied OB sugar. Whether 
this rebate vnll be const ru(<l to 
be equivalent to export duty 
remains to be seen. Itseffcct is probably 
the same as it eucorr.iges the Austrian 
sugar producers on s';ch of their product 
as they ship abroad, und yet it is not 
technically an export duty aiTiiiiist 
which the new American taritf law 
maks a discrimination." 

ChcvaUer De Tovara was in Vienna 
on Sept. 1 last, bnt the question had not 
come before his govemineut, as the 
tariff law did not go into effect nutii a 
few days before tmtt date. As the m 1 n - 
ister is to go to his new post, in Bi-azii, 
it is proroble that his successor, ^xr 
Von Hengelmuller, will have charze oi 
such steps as Austria determines to take 
on our sugar duties.

for. The captain, William Redford, 
hod ono leg broken by a wave as soon as 
th' s'li;. srrnck tlie reef, and a Norwe- 
g'e!! - ulor had botli le,i,'s crushed. 
\. i 1 t wo of his shipmates were tryir.,; 
to reiijve him, another wave lifted tne 
timber which held tho Norwegian 
doAN u, so they could draw him out. 
They then fastened a life preserver on 
hiiii. These surviving ones tliiuk the 
(Mptain, tho Norwegian, the inc'.e, 
steward and another of the crew v.eie 
druwnoil, as they were in tho cabin 
when the ship upset. The shore is full 
of pieces of her cabin, forecastle und 
houses; tho three of her boats are 
smashed to pieces. Th.' nanu^s of tlv,' 
surviving ones of the lhiti.,h ba;k 
Brandon are:

The Norwegian sliip Thoora was lost 
off Turtle harlyir, but all were saved. 
W. J. H. Taylor, the English, Swedish 
and FreiK^h vice consul, provided for 
tiie c rews and looked in' every manner 
for their comfort. 

On Sept. 28 Messrs. Ram Williams 
:ind Leonard Lowe discovored the body 
of a drowned man on the outside of 
Tavancar Key. After informing some 
neighbors of the oironmstanoes they i c- 
paired to a place near whore the bo ly 
lay and buried it. The body was much 
swollen and discolored, haVinff nothing 
upon it which would lead to identifica- 
tion. 

It is likely that the number of hvcs 
lost will never be known, nsoonunnni- 
oatioQ with the Keys is difficult.

A N EW THE ORY 

Wrhieb May BevolaUonlsa 8UaI Flate* 
For Ship*. 

\Vas!iin(1ton, Oct. — Tost.H were 
nnule at Indian Head of the Uith group 
if (.'.irnejiie armor de-ej-ned for the 
Brooklyn and Iowa S-iiu h breechload- 
ing rifle barbettes. Three shots were 
tired at 4-inch ballistic plate carved to a 
radius of 9 feet <l inches, and of i>,;{00 
pounds weight. This ]jlat(? has been 
condemned by tho Carnegie company 
3n account of surface croclu, bnt it was 
desired to test the effects of these cracks 
on its resisting qualities. 

Thirty-three-pound Carpentt^r shells 
were used. The impact of the first, at 
a velocity of 1,491 feet, was on a sound 
part of the plate. The shell broke, part 
rebounding, bnt the head penetrated 
the plnte six inches. The second shot, 
with a velocity of 1S06 feet, struck on 
a duster of cracks one-half to three- 
(luarters of an inch deep, failed to pene- 
trate, and was smashed to fragments. 
The thhrd shot struck a practically 
sound spot at a velocity of i«678 feet, 
and went through the plates and back- 
ing. These tests sustain a theory of 
armor experts that plates with cracks 
may bo more effectively horveyited and 
hardened, and it is thought that this 
discovery, if verllied beyond doubt, may 
be utilized in future armor making.

oeusured ou account of his ignorance of 
theJapantStt designs iu Corea. Two 
Japanese spies have been aiirested at 
Nankin. One of them confessed that 
he liad been furnishing iaforiuation to 
the Japimese ami addM that he regret- 
ted that he had been captured before he 
linishod his work. The other prisoner, 
a clerK to the other spy, pleaded youth 
and ignorance in extenuation of his of* 
u nse. both aro now awaiting the de- 
cision of the viceroy iu their cases. 

It is reported that 3,000 men, belong- 
ing to the Shong division of Li Hung 
Cimng's crack corps, now in Core.t. 
have deserted on account of their pay 
being in tirrears. It is also rumored 
that they have joined the enemy.

London, Oct. 6. — Sir. Allen, formerly 
British consul at New-Chwang, writes 
to The Times, stating that Ijnnohun, 
wliere the Japanese are reported to 
have landed, is unquestionably Hun- 
ch un, near the frontier of Cwea and 
Kussia. Hr. Allen suggests thai the 
Japanese will attempt to march against 
the arsenal of Kirin, ',>oo miles diitaat.

STRUCK OIL 



They Were Boring For Mineral Water, 
But Found Something Richer 
and Bittar. 



If the Find Comes Up to Expectations 
the Buggies Oamp Association 
flM*BoMUun. 



Struck oil, ami the probability is they 
have got a bonanza. 

The members of the Uuggles Camp- 
meoting Association are feeling unusually 
Kood over developments at the camp 
grounds in the past day or two. 

The Board of Directors deoided some 
time a>;o to drill a well upon tbe grounds 
and employed William Dauby, of Mt. 
Oreb, 0., to do the work. Mr. Danby is 
well eijuipped for the business. He 
brought his outfit to tlie grounds on 
Friday, September 28th, and started the 
machine to work on the following Mon- 
day. 

When he had reached a depth of thirty- 
two feet he found a flow of water which 
measured sixteen feet in depth, but his 
instructions were to go considerably 
deeper, as the directors were in hopes of 
finding mineral water. 

On Friday uiorning be reached a 
depth of sixty-two feet when, to his sur- 
prise and delight, instead of water there 
came uji a strong flow of rich oil. 

The drill was stopped, as Mr. Danby 
did not wish to go any deeper until he 
had instructions from the directors. 
After waiting a few hours he let down his 
line and the oil measoredfoor foeton the 
line. 

It has the smell of petroleum and 

when lighted burns freely. When put 
upon the surface of wood it penetrates 
immediately and dbes liot rub off, but 

leaves a sort of gloss. 

Mr. Danby says if he can go about 150 
feet farther he believes he will find 

abundance of oil, and is willing to take 
ten feet S(]uare of the ground for his pay 
for drilling. 

The Board of Directors will meet on 
Monday next to decide what they wiU 

do. 

The people in the neighboriiood are 
greatly excited over the find, and their 
sleep is, no doubt, fre(iuentlv broken by 
dreams of untold wealth. Several prop- 
erty-owners have already contracted 
with Mr. Danby to sink wells on their 
gp-ounds. 

Some years ago the old firm of Keefer 
Ivoberts bought land about four miles 

east of the camp grounds and prospected 

for oil, bat never found any.
